105,000 Garment 
Workers Ordered

national Ladies Garment Workers 
Union has ordered 105,000 work- 
ers in seven Eastern states to 
strike the dress industry tomor- 
row morning.

Supreme Court Decision Is 
Vital to Former Army Cook 


WASHINGTON KR-John Henry 


Harmon III, erstwhile Army cook, 
may get an honorable discharge 
to replace the general one he now 
holds. 


Legally, that means Harmon 


may be buried among the coun- 
try's heroes in Arlington National 
Cemetery if he, or his widow, so 
requests. With his general dis- 
charge, he already was entitled 
to ail other veterans' benefits. 


But a decision of the U.S. Su- 


preme Court yesterday means 
much more than that to the 26- 
year-old Bucknell University grad- 
uate, once accused of being sym- 
pathetic to communism. He de- 
nied the charge. 


Amonz other things, it means 


that Harmon may apply lor a 
permanent job with the Post Of- 
fice Department—from which he 
once was booted.- 


By an 8-1 vote the high court 


told the Army it could not take 
into account what a man did be- 
fore he was drafted in granting a 
discharge so long as the men 
served dutifully and well. The de- 
cision, handed down specifically 
in two cases, will affect about 
1,000 former servicemen in simi- 
lar circumstances. 


Harmon, currently out of work, 


originally was given an "undesir- 
able" discharge. After he began 
his legal fight his discharge wai 
upgraded to "general under hott-

Bell Telephone Company of 


Pennsylvania construction ex- 
penditures rose to a new high 
of more than §120 million in 
1957, 
approximately $475,000 


for every business day in the 
year, W. D. Gillen, president of 
the company, states in Bell's1 
annual report just received. 


The 
principal construction 


outlays were 535 million for 
outside 
plant 
(lines, cables, 


etc.), over 532 million for cen- 
tral office equipment and 51214 
million for buildings, Gillen re- 
ports. 


These projects required an 


increase in capital and 545 mil- 
lion of stock 
was issued in 


June 1957. This was in addi- 
tion to $40 million of stock is- 
sued on December 31, 1956, for 
a total of §85 million. 


Company earnings for 1957 


were slightly improved as a re- 
sult of the rate increase ap- 
proved by the Public Utility 
Commission in December, 1956 
However, Gillen stresses in his 
report, the increase "was com- 
pletely inadequate to sustain 
earnings at satisfactory levels 
considering the substantial in- 
creases In new capital which 
are required to provide for 
growth and service improve- 
ments that customers want and 
have a right to expect" 


Number 
of telephones In-

hag increased 75 per cent and

"Ten years ago about 63 per

college generation the'best Amer- 
ica has produced? 


This c<ie.erful possibility is 


raised by Dr. Otto Butz, a young 
professor of political science at 
Princeton University. 


It is paii of the story of man 


that each generation tends to look 
down its nose at the generation 
that is rising to replace it on the 
stage of history. 


So it is that the middle-aged 


man today, himself a survivor of 
what was denounced as "the lost 
generation," is often found now 
denouncing the present college 
crop as the "silent" or "beat" 
generation. 


This verdict, didn't jibe at all 


with the on-the-spot findings of 
Dr. Butz, who, as a German-born 
Canadian, felt himself in a better 
position to judge 


I "After all," he said, smiling, 
! "I'm an inside outsider. 
| "I had heard the younger gen- 
! eration in the. United States was 


j a group of unthinking conformists 
: without individuality, altruism or 
| dedication. 


"But gradually, as I taught col- 


lege classes here, year after year, 
these criticisms amazed me more 
and more, and seemed more un- 
fair to me. I sensed in these col- 
lege kids a tremendous amount of 
seriousness,- public mindedness — 
even idealism—covered over with 
a sophisticated casualness." 


So much of what he felt to be 


eyewash had been written about 
the present young generation that 
Dr. Butz .wondered, "Why doesn't 
someone ask these young college 
men what they think of them- 
! selves—and the < role they hope to 
play in life?" 


He finally did it himself. He had 


11 Princeton seniors, picked pret- 


ty much at random, write their 
own 
biographies — and 
their 


dreams. The result is a book 
called "The Unsilent Generation," 
and it sold 4,000 copies in two 
days. 


Some of the essays "are sopho- 


moric, as could be expected. 
Some are smug. But no one who 


i reads them, if he accepts them 
as typical, can feel quite so. safe 
again in describing this-genera- 
tion as thoughtless, silent, beat, or 
interested only in personal secu- 
rity.

"It is my determination," wrote 


one, "to adhere to the belief that 
each man must find his own truth 
after learning the realities and 
truths that exist for others; that 


j each man, in other.-words, must 
decide for himself." 


"The characteristic fear of our 


generation is the horror of find- 
ing ourselves ludicrous," wrote 
another. 


"The reason our generation has 


been accused -of quietude," wrote 
a third, "is probably because our 
elders are afraid of our image, 


when they compare it with their 
own." 


To Dr. Butz the generation now 


maturing is hard-headed, realistic 
j—and if anything too sober. 
j And here is his own capsule 
! summary of our "hope for tomor- 
! row":

"These kids are going to be 


more responsible 
leaders, and 


more responsive lo the public in- 
terest, than those of any previous 
generation." 


Let's hope the professor is right. 


If he isn't, the world will be bent 


j into a sorrier pretzel than it is 
now.

Ruling of Unemployment 
Compensation Board Scored 


HARRISBURG (ffl — The State 


Justice Department turned to a 
seldom - used prerogative 
today 


and opposed another state agen- 
cy's decision denying jobless bene- 
fits to a person who pleaded the 
5th Amendment. 


Atry. Gen. Thomas D. McBride 


said he was the "legal conscience" 
of the commonwealth and that he 
was duty-bound to seek reversal 
of a ruling recently handed down 
by the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Board of Review. 


"It is not usual for the legal 


officer of a government to ask a 
court to reverse the action of the 
government's own agency or to 
confess error in the position prev- 
iously asserted by the govern- 
ment," tie said. 


McBride took his position in a 


brief prepared for argument be- 
fore the State Superior Court in 
Harrisburg next week. 


The appeal was carried by a 


steelworker who was fired for 
pleading the 5th Amendment be- 
fore a U.S. Senate committee whe 
he was asked about possible Com- 
munist connections. 


The board of review ruled that 


this constituted willful misconduct 
and that he should be denied un- 
employment compensation. 


McBride §nd Deputy Atty. Gen. 


Harry Rubin said in the brief that 
the board was advised that a de- 
nial of benefits would be improp- 
er. 


"The board disregarded that ad- 


vice and denied benefits," said 
McBride. "It's action is contrary 
both to the statute and to the 
Pennsylvania and U.S. constitu- 
tions." 


The Superior Court is expected 


to find itself in the position of 
hearing 
arguments 
from both 


sides that the Board of Review's 
decision was wrong. 


Noting this. McBride said in his 


printed brief: 


"The attorney general Is no 


simply an instrument of the gov- 
ernment he serves; he is also its 
legal conscience. 


"Where governmental action is 


oppressive and improper, it is the 
attorney general's duty to upholc 
the administration of justice in 
the commonwealth and to seek re- 
versal of the action taken." 


The substance of the common- 


wealth's argument is that the 
steelworker exercised a constitu- 
tional right in refusing to testify 
on grounds it may incriminate 
him. 


McBride cited three recent U.S. 


Supreme Court cases which he 
said indicated "an impatience with 
those who draw conclusions of dis- 
loyalty and the like from validly 
pleaded or asserted constitutional 
rights."
